The Road Tax. 
Port Douglas, I81I1 Not. 18():">. 

Editor LJritisii Colonist :— The iiuiii;- 
nrtioii of the people ot tlii« town, in conse- 
quence of being siHicJIeJ with the odioui 
subatuulefora mule lax called the Roails 
TolU Act— is very great indeed; on account 
of the injustice of it, anil the damper it 
creates upon all sort* of buiinesB, as well as 
the inoonvBiiienoe of collecting and paying 
the same for the most trifling thing that it 
sent out- of town. But, in jiistice to our col- 
Jtetor, he- has made airan^jementi to have 
one of the constables receive paymeni of 
duties at any hour. Yet it i.i troiible.iome 
"and inconveiiieiil, mora particularly on ac- 
count of the clumsiiieis of the aovernmenl 
arraiiyenients. 

When llii^ tax was in^litiited did our law- 
makers coiisidLT that all the t;oo<ls sent ovur 
this ri)ute had to come into coiiipetilion with 
I'losB that pay no duties— neither tonnase 
dues nor road tolls? Did they consider 
that in imposing this tax they were offering 
a premium for mnungling gotnis from " Ore- 
iron, i}iu the Similltameen and Dalles !" 
Did they considet the amount of goods that 
were ca'rried into the upper eouniry lust 
Spring, that helped to reduce the price of pro- 
visions to a greater extent than all the improve- 
.ments that have been yei inade on the roadx by 
ttke government. Were they aware ol the 
•eitensire preparations that are even now 
■being made to pack goods b^- that route 
next spring, by parties calculating that they 
can puck loaded airimals overa country that 
■supplies its „wn f,:ed lor l.ea>t.s of burden ; 
;;iMd that they can yet clear uf paying inost. 
lif not all duties ; and furtiier, lhal they drive 
■their animals to a market where they can 
.sell them for double their cost ? 

If these lhi[ii;3 wore not considered, sure- 
,ly such thoijijhlless legislalion is vety cul- 
pahle; and if thov were taken into eonsidor- 
;atioii. how conld they consi«teotly put this 
tax upon an already lienvily taxed people '! 
or what preparations iire the.so wise legisla- 
tors making to put a stop to smugglin- Irom 
Oregon? or how much und how many ol- 
lioors and men will it reriuire to wateh a 
border line ol some hiiiulrejs of miles in 
.extent f These itiiiuiiius are hclng made liy 
itbuse ongogtd in the currying trade here 
•who ore aim .St at a stand-still, 11s the ha.f 
cent per tiound 011 feed and every thing else 
/makin<''a advance of fully one cent and 
more ou all goods sent through to Fruser 
Kiver, makes a very material difTeronec to 
them— particularly when thoy hare such 
competition from Oregon. Ni- one believes 
(that the govornmeiit will nersist 111 eollecl- 
in-' this toll when they find out the real state 
of the ease; and if it should subsoaueutlv 
be taken off the freijht packed^ thlH)UEh 
now, will have t J compote with tn»t after- 
wards paying no tolls. . ^ , 1

Election DeoiBion Overturned. 
EI* \vhero will be found the reports o 
i , ii, hntus yesterday in the House, aotting 
iisi.iL- itie deoisioit of the Election Commit- 
tee declaring the Esquimalt election null 
aud void.. Owing to the length of the de- 
batesjorir review of the inatter is necessarily 
brief. As was expected, so the Obslruc- 
.tives voted. Gary, Franklin, Crease, South- 
gate, Greeu und Tolmie, voted to reject the 
decision, and Messrs. Waddington, Foster, 
McDunald and Coles voted for tha deciaiou. 
Lost by two voles. 

The speech of Mr. Waddington was the 
ablust ever delivered in the House. It was 
well connected, ably argued, and supported 
by legal authorities that convinced every 
honest spectator that the House WM wrong 
in trying to reject the decision. Mr. Mc- 
Donald made a.;thTiHing:iippeal, indignant 
at.the attempt to.bvetturn the decision. Mr. 
Coles manfully maintained the decision of 
the Committee; Major Foster concurred 
with the preriouj speakers in favor of the 
decision, and dealt out some scathing re- 
marks against the Attorney-General. Mr, 
Gary opened and closed the debate with a 
specious speech; whilst Crease wallowed 
through a miserable diatribe, as he usually 
does. Tha ludicrous part of the discus.sion 
was Franklin's speech. Tolmie, the Chair- 
man of the Committee, retracted. A more 
worthy descendant of the. Egyptian Ptole- 
mies perhaps could not bo found. Green 
,.and;Sptttli^«te said nothing; but voteii to 
'.suit;"'''"''""'" 

The whole thing was evidently planned 
before hand. For as soon as the House re- 
fused to record the decision, in rushed Mr. 
Gordon, and tendered his resignation. A 
new writ was ordered to issue forthwith. 
Till? iruth is, if it was rolerred back to the 
Election Connmitiee, the disclosutes would 
!iavn be(;ii too damaging. So to make a 
^!inw ot fairness, Gordon resigned. But of 
Wi lli use is that with the old list? II the 
people wish to submit to a' new election 
under the . old list, they are unfit for self 
government. An appeal should be made at 
once to the Governor. If he does not moot 
the wishes of the people) the next move 
should be to petitioa the Home Govern- 
ment for his- removal. Ho is unfit for 
Governor. So the sooner he gels his walk, 
ing papers the better for the country. Tho 
public are well satiafiod that an honesi and 
able administiation ui our affairs can never 
exist 80 lout; as Gov Duiigliis remains. Ilu 
is the corner slono of all (uiblic; discontent; 
and were he not lost to all proper respect of 
public opinion, would have resiyned long 
ago. Let there be a public meeting at once.

Monday Nov. 2Gtli, 1860. 
House met at •2\ u'olook. Present — 
Speaker H Itncken, and Me«8t8. Cary, Fos- 
ter, Waddiiigioii, Coles, Tolmie, McDonald, 
Crease, Green, SoutligiUe, Franklin. 

ELECTION committee's RKPillT. 

The Speaker said the (Bidet rf tlie Day 
was the Resolution as to whether the Elec- 
tion Committeo Ilepurt should bo entered 
upon the minutes ot the House or not. 

Mr. Cary — I deplurt;, Mr. Spealcer, the 
uiifortuiiato circumstances that tiavo arisen 
Jo call forth this resolution ; liut, sir, you 
have ruled that the (indiiii? of the Com- 
inittee is a •pecial one. The que.siioii of 
<hB validity of the tilection has been nii.fed 
by the Coinmillee and decided by llio Com- 
initto ; and that question they had no 
right to report upon e.vcept specially. If 
the Cotnmitlee had passed a resolution that 
the election was null and void, the House 
would have entertained the report. Thtiy 
hare, however, found that llie election held 
under the Registration ot voters' Act of 1859, 
is inapplicable to i;n election held in 1800. 
The question deciiled by ihe Committee is 
confined not merely to the point that the 
eleotion is null and void; but that the re- 
vli<ed list of Voter* is inapplicable to an 
eleotion held in, 1860. It is impossible to 
conclude that the verdict of the (Jommitteo 
id iiiiythinj; else but a special (indin";, 
and you, .sir, have duno right iit so 
.decidin-; and 1 shall show yim, sit, thai the 
'Registration Act is a|)plicable on two 
grounds, and shall also show you that the 
report of the Committee must be rejected. 
Tlie Registration Act is " an Act to increase 
the numoer of represeniative of this House-, 
and to increase the constituency. The 
itpirit of the Act is drawn frdiii the Iviglish 
Act. Taking the Act into coiisnleration, it 
will be seen that it was intended that it 
»h(>uM be cunclnsivR nnlil another regi.stra- 
tion has been ordered. This is an act of the 
Gorernor, House and Council; and no law 
can be made for this colony that is to laai for 
less than two years. The Currency Act was 
sent down to la.st hrr two year.s liom the Conn- 
ctl; the House decided tliat it should only last 
oneye.ir, and the Council thereupon thre v ii 
out. From llie lime of the pu8SUL:e ul thi.s 
Act, if it was held to be only applicable for 
1839, the election could never have been 
lield'ai all; because, if wo lake into eon 
.sideralion the lime that must have interie- 
iiud from llie ilaie of the pas.-'.iye ol the Act 
to the return of the writ, the elucliun never 
couhl have been held in 1859. If we as- 
sume this report tu be corrott, we have im 
right here; this House never could have sal 
' a^a House, aud this Coramitlee never could 
iiave made a report. No sensible pe sun 
would put such an interpretalion upon tlu 
Act. The proper coii.Mruction of the Aot is, 
that it is meant for the year uf registration ; 
a was intended that the law should hold 
"u.)d for a twelvemonth. The second scc- 
Tion of the Act reads tliat no person shall 
Tuto at any election held under this Act, on- 
less his name appears on the registered li.st 
«f voters. Tlie seventh section says tli a 
the list ot voters shall be signed by the 
re'Mslrar of voters, that a dni)lic tte copy 
8h° 11 be taken, and that such revised list.s 
snail boused at any election, etc. It ineaii-s 
that when you have got your IIbI ol voters 
m.ulH out. ilial list shall be liiial until somo- 
iniiig oc^.•nr^ lo t;ive yon a new list [ironical 
lau-hler.J The Act points out di.sliiKMly 
tharthis regi.sti-ied list of volers shall he 
used at any election that may be held until 
a ne^v list has been framed. 

In the Franchise Act, section first, it says 
that mala Brifsh sulijecls, who shall h ive 
rw-sided for i< certain period in the colony, 
and who posse-s ceilain qualificalioiis, 
-hall be entitled to b.' r-^-islcred as a voier. 
It therefore follows that every person re.sid- 
in" ill any new district may be entitled to 
be'registeied ; but in any district where re- 
i/istraiion has already taken place they can- 
not be registered until the pa sa','e (d a 
u.-w Act:. U is the only coo.-lno-uoii 
that can lu: pi.u'e.l ui.-n the Act. Vhe ob- 
ject i.H o!v. i<ois, and that object is d.-lealed 
Oy placin;,' a consti nciion upon the Act sUiUi 
l^^ the Coiiiinitlee have done. If you say 
ihai one election Is Invalid, you will say 
that every election held in ISliO Under this 
Act is invalid. „ , , », u 

Mr. WttddinRton— No ! no! No such 

*'"a!fr'. Cary— The Act reads that the ch.'ction 
must be held belore the e.\piraliuii ol the 
iiri'seiit year; and no election was field ue- 
L.re January, 18G0. How can we, as sen- 
•ible men, coma here and -ay iiiui this 
member was not legally eh.'clea ? U will 
be to say that this Hon-r- was not legally 
elected. Are we to proclaim aloud to the 
world the illegality of our proceedings— liio 
nullity of our Acts ? We must decide that 
the iiitoiptetation of the Act moans a period 
of twelve moiitlis afier the registration. Iho 
ie"islration of voters was intended to be 
valid lor one year. I iim grieved that we 
are compelled la take this action. | Uugh- 
U'T I The hoii.. members laugh; but I say 
that I am grieved at the finding of the Com- 
mittee. It is a wrong to iho petilioners— it 
is a denial of right to the petition. Ihere 
is no blame lo he attached lo the Committee 
-they acted in good lailh. iiut it is the 
bouiidon duly of every one of us to comn 
lorsvard and say, now and forever, that wo 
•re the rightful lepresenlatives of the people 
of Vancouver Island, and that those who 
have trusted us have not trusted us in tain. 

Mr. Crease rose to sinond the resuluuori. 
The only other petiti.n ilial had been 
brought before the House had utalud that 
the general eleotion was void. Tti»t pen* 
tion was disallowed, and ihe arguments 
used then wmo the same as now. Tlie re- 
turn of the Committee should have been 
^frhelhor the rnembut was duly eluoted ; 
Whelhei liio election was null and void, or 
whether a now wiii should bo issuud, I'liis 
was Iho three-fold issue. The lion, mem- 
hors must see that the revised list of voters 
must bo held applicable to tlio guuoral 
eleotion, to legalize the a6U oi tbi« Uouio. 



May says the decision must be final ; but 
that the Committee may add to the report a 

special resolution, stating reasons for such 
report. This has not been done in this 
instance, aiul I conceive it is absolutely , 
necessary hir us to afiinn the general legal- 
ity of the House, and decide lliat the find- 
ing of this Cununiltee shall not be entered 
upon the minutes of the Hou.se. 

Ml. Waddington— I rise, Mj. Speaker, to j 
oppose the resolution. The hon. Attorney 
General has made a scarecrow of the report 
of the Coaimitlea; and was attempting to ; 
make a fresh shoW^tiif . this unfortunate »;ol- ; 
ony. The iidtice of rhotion that the report 
of the Committee bo rejected, is unoonstitu- 
.tional and illegal. Tne iilea of the Coin- 
initteo traveling out uf the record ami mak- 
ing a decision on matters not laid belore 
iliem, is ridiculous. The actions at Esiiiii-^ 
malt election were euoufjii to make every 
honest man hang his head with shamo at 
what took place [liear, hear,] and were suf. ■ 
tieieut to induce the electors to petition 
against the return of Mr. Gordon. Leaving 
alone the question.'i raised about the illegali- 
ty of our prucccdings, eto., I shall be atjle ■ 
to show that il the Comiiiittec lia 1 acled in 
any othor manner, they would have done so i 
improperly. The law on the subject reads 
that the decisiou of the KIcction Coinmiltee 
shidl be liniil, and its legality shall not be 
called into question on any account. [Loud 
applause, which the clerk silenced by calling 
for order.] This is a parrallcl case with tlio 
iiiiprisuunieiu of the bishops in the Tower 
by James II; it was a liigh-haudod act,' 
which was resented by the whole English 
nation. Five honest men have sivcn their 
decision thai the election is illegal, and ; 
should we, because the rripurt does not pleaso 
the iniuisters of the govornnient, say that it 
is ivroiig. It is just tlio same as if the .Su- 
preme Court here had given a decision that 
displeased llio Uovenior, and he was to say 
" 1 u ill n i alluw thnt decision." Before the 
year 1770, controverted elections wcro tried, 
by ihe whole H ' lse of Commons, and were 
ottoii decided U> suit party inirposes, 
ami ill order luprcvenl perver.-ons of the law- 
it was finally agret.-d to submit .such ciues- 
lions to a coiKilituted 11 il>unal. This is the 
object of Election Coimniitees. Rogers uays 
tliatsinoe the Grenvi le Act, Election Com- 
miitees are the onl;, logiliinate bodies be- 
lore which coiitioverleil elections can b" 
tested ; aud any allenipl lo set aside their 
verdict is uiiconslitutional, aid infringes 
upon the libeilies ami riyliLs of the people. 
Vii-., sea. 60, allirms Rogers' opiniuii. I 
am no Uvvyer, and am llieiefore not accus- 
tomed tu prove that black is whi^. > ;[laugh- 
ler.] An Election Committee is one of the 
highest tribunals in tne laml. It is boih 
jiiiJge and jury at one and the same time,but 
the N«rvanls ot llie govtrnineiit wi-li to make 
it less than a jury, and place the House in a 
judicial position, when, in fact, it only oc- 
cnpiea a legislative one. 6 Vic. sec. 8l>,Bav» 
tliat Ihe decision i» final lo all intents and 
(lurp.jses, even if arrived at by a majority of 
Ihe Cooiitiitlee. Tlie repo:l of this Coin- 
1111 llee. however, was unanimous. The 
iLiUse in to Older il lo be entereil u;:on its 
minutes. The Comniiites decides and ile- 
tei mines, and the House enforces. Under 
the Acl for the trial by Election Uoininittees, 
(J/ni/, SUI) liitlu discretion is left the House 
beyond inteipretiiig the Acl. The Com- 
mittee was askeii tor no instructions — they 
have re deie 1 a verdict — given a derision. 
The hon. gentleman then reviewed ihe 
Eleotion La»Vttnd said that portion of the 
petiiioii which declared the election to bo 
illegal, was taken into consideration by the 
Coiiirniltee, and very grave attention given 
It; and also (iiioted an instance where a 
Coinmiltee allow. d the (piestinn of irrtgil- 
Kiritv of eleclimis without uoiiig into any 
other question. That is just what w e done, 
and, with the Guhsent of counsel on both 
s.iles, our decision was unanimous. The 
two barriMers who gave it as iheir opinions 
that the election was invalid, coiisiituted 
oiie-lliird of Ihe lawyers in the colony ; to 
besure.we have two lawyers in the House, 
but they only constitute a balance. [Langh- 
lor ] As tar as the point of the Hcgistra- 
lion Aoi went, it was only intended for the 
general eloeti on. It was so decided in the 
case of DeCusmos Franklin. The Com- 
mittee has nol decided lliat liie law is iii 
Operation to alter elections ; they did not 
touch Upon the general oleetiou ; ihey ci.ly 
decided it lo bo inapplicable to the election 
in question. We have been told by the 
hon. Attorney General, (and we are daily 
learning strange things from that source) 
that Iho law was nieanl for two years, and 
that iiolliing in the Act limits il. The law 
says difleient : that the law of last year may 
be revised by theraviiing barrister. Allowing 
the lists to be invalid, the election should 
have taken place without registration; al- 
lowing them 10 be valid, they should have 
been revised. The dijcision <;f the Com- 
mittee was a regular one; if there was any 
irregularity, it was on the pa. I of the gov- 
ernmont in not having the lists revised. We 
are told by the Attorney-General that il was 
a pity the Committee had not gone into tho 
c.iier allcgalions of the petition. It is per- 
haps as well for public scandal that we did 
not do so. A servant of tho Crown is 
not allowed to take part in any election 
under pain of a tine of jCSOU, and being 
rendered incapable of holding any otiice of 
tru:U and prolit theteuflor. The hon. gen- 
llomau then reviewed the decision of the 
Committee, and claimeil that the decision 
in regard lo the costs alone made it final. 
If this report is received, an "unrighteous 
election will bo Upset. If the lists had been 
ojieiied, iwice the number of legal voters 
would have b'^eii registered. If this report 
is not accepleo, we shall have a continua- 
tion of tho corroolion and intimidation that 
has been going on for two years past. (Hoar, 
hear.] Mr. Waddington concluded by 
offering an amendment to Mr. C's. resolu- 
tion, that tho deoisiqn.of ito Coramittoa bo 
duclartd final. 

Mr. McDonald-— Did not fool iriclinod to 
tea fully into tho mailer. It had already 
been fully placed before the House by the 



previous hon. member. , The decision of the 
Committee was .a just onOj and he hoped no 
m ^mber would retrace his steps, and vote 
not to receive the report. He called upon 
them as true men to stand to their decision. 
The decision was unanimous, and he felt 
assured that if the Committee had decided 
in favor of Mr. Gordon, this manifestation of 
party spirit would not have taken place. 
Justice and law is here made subservient to 
a party cliijue, and he again called upon the 
members of the Committee to stand to their 
decision and not to waver. 

Mr. Coles— Il has been decided by the 
Committee that the election was invalid. 
Mr. Waddint'ton had proved that the de- 
cision of the Committee was final. If we 
set aside that decision, us the Attorney 
Geiieial wi.-hes us lo do, we shall have a 
man sitting here who lias no right to do so. 
If you interfere with lhal decision, you are 
doing away with the rights of Englishmen. 
Mr. Gorilon will be lioldiiig his seat by a 
mere legal quibble. Lelus stand to our de- 
cisioti. There are ",men here whose volln- 
bilily of speech makes black white, and 
white black, and who turn and twist things to 
suit themselves. 

Mr. Franklin said. that it the Committee 
had not expressed, an opinion as to the 
legality of the election, the House could 
never have touched the report. If they had 
i,aid, " The eleotion is null and void," we 
never could have interfered wiili il, but 
ihey come here and attack llie Registraiion 
Law. If we accept iho proposilion as laid 
down, it amounts to just this: that a special 
committee dan say, "-We caused a dissolu- 
tion of the Home." (Cries of oh, oh.] He 
would favor the referring of the report back 
to the Commitlee, in order that tlie case 
iiii^ht bo tried upon tho olher allegations of 
the°petition. [Mr. Cary— .io(/o wc<— No, no.) 
He fell himself in a coiifu.<ed posilion, and 
would like to see the petition again referred 
to the Comniittee. 

Mr. Foster — This qtiesticm is one that in- 
volves the iiidcpemlchMe ami honor of the 
House. There is nineh party feeling mani- 
fested in the opposition lo the report— party 
feeling has instigated tho opposition. We 
find .'eiitlemen advociitin;; the overthrowing 
of tins verdi.'t wlio.sc [luhlic lives hnvo been 
as erroneous as tho decision tbcy wish us to 
come to. If we upset the deci.sion of the 
Election Committee, it will lie a stigma from 
H hiidi we can never recover. The decision 
of tho Committee is final. How it can be 
called a special one I cannot sec. From tho 
counsel lor the defendant having recom- 
mended the ileci.sron, many suppose that le- 
gal gentleman was not unprompted by cer- 
taiir-eiitlcmoii who .seemed to take a great 
interest in the allair. Was that pnnnpling 
leal and just'/ or wiis it done to bring that 
legal gjcntlcman in>o error and jdace this 
House in the po iii^"! it i-* to-day? He 
regretted to find the .Mtorney General and 
his le-al collea-ne [.Mr. Crease] i:i their 
present i.ositioii.' He dissriited entirely from 
their opinions, and said the Attorney Gen 
eral and his eollenguos had hrmiftht the gov- 
ernment iiiio great disrepute by their ac- 
tions. 

.Mr.' Tolmie, as n mcniher of the l^oininit- 
U e, said that he had been niistakeu in a.s- 
sentin" to the report of the Committee. It 
h.'i.l inlrodue.-d ..xtraiieniis milttcr, iHld he. 
now saw that it iras wrong. Tho case had 
been very ably argued for tho putitiouers 
and the other s'idu had no counsel. 

.Mr. McHonald— Tlint'.s a very poor e"in- 
pliment to the counsel you did have. 

Mr. Caiy then ro-e aud reviewed the 
ground taken by the several sjjeakors, and 
said the House could do nothing else but 
set aside tho decision. ' 

.Mr. Waddingion- What will jot» do with 
the decision a'. ml the costs? Is that a 
special dec sion ' 

Mr. Cary inado no .■.nswer, and the ques- 
lioii was then taken upon the amendment 
"that tho decision be considered as final, 
ll stood as follows :
